2. Any assessee in respect of whom such summary assessment has been. 
made may, within thirty days of receipt of the notice of demand, make án 
application to the Income-tax Officer for the cancellation or revision of the 
assessment, and the Income-tax Officer shall, after examining any accounts 
and documents and hearing any evidence which the assessee may produce, 
and such other evidence asthe Income-tax Officer may require, determine, 
by order in writing, the amount of the tax, if any, payable by the assessee, 
and such determination shall be final: 

Provided that, if any assessee making such application files therewith 
a return of his income under sub-section (2) of section 22 of the Indian 
Income-tax Act, 1922, the application shall be deemed to be a return under 
that sub-section and shall be dealt with accordingly. 


3- A copy of an order under paragraph 2 shall be served on the 
assessee to whom it relates and shall be deemed to be a notice of demand 
under section 29 of the Indian Income-tax Act, 1922. 

4. The above procedure shall apply alsc to the assessment and collec- 
tion during the financial year 1933-34 of incomes of Rs. 1,000 and upward 
and less than Rs. 2,000 which have escaped assessment in the financial year

An Act further to amend the Workmen’s Compensation 
Act, 1928. 


WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the 
vof 1993, Workmen’s Compensation Act, 1923; It is hereby 
enacted as follows :— 


1. (1) This Act may be called the Workmen’s Short title 
Compensation (Amendment) Act, 1933. and com- 
(2) It shall come into force on the Ist day of a 
January, 1984; but sections 2, 3, 4, 5, 21, 22 and 
23 shall not have effect until the Ist day of July, 
1934, and shall have effect thereafter only in respect 
of compensation payable on account of an injury 
caused to a workman by an accident occurring on or 
after the Ist day of July 1934.

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An Act to provide for the control of the export of tea from 
India and for the control of the extension of the cultiva- 
tion of tea in British India. 


WHEREAS it is expedient to provide for the control 
of the export of tea from India and for the control of 
the extension of the cultivation of tea in British India ; 
It is hereby enacted as follows :— 


PRELIMINARY. 


1. (1) This Act may be called the Indian Tea 
Control Act, 1933. 


(2) It extends to the whole of British India. 


(3) It shall come into force on such date as the 
Governor General in Council may, by notification in 
the Gazetie of India, appoint. 


(4) It shall not remain in force after the 31st day 
of March 1938. 


2. In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant 
in the subject or context,— 


_ (a) * Committee’? means the Indian Tea licen- 
sing Committee constituted under this Act ; 


(b) “ exported overseas ” means exported by sea 
from British India to any place outside India other 
than the French and Portuguese Settlements bounded 
by India ; 

(c) “ prescribed ” means prescribed by rules made 
under this Act ; 
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(d) “* tea ” means— 
(i) in Chapter III, the plant Camelia Thea

WHEREAS it is expedient to constitute a Medical Council in India in 
order to establish a uniform minimum standard of higher qualifications in 
medicine for all provinces; It is hereby enacted as follows :— 
1. (1) This Act may be called the Indian Medical Council Act, 1933. Short title,

qualifications finally approved for recognition in British India : 

Provided that where any such resolution specifies or indicates a medical 
qualification which is not included in the Second Schedule, the Governor 
General in Council may, by notification in the Gazette of India, amend the 
Second Schedule so as to include such qualification therein, and such 
amendment may further direct that such qualification shall be deemed to 
be a recognized medical qualification for the purposes of this Act only when 
granted after a specified date. 

(3) Within one month before the expiry of the period of four years 
from the commencement of this Act, the Governor General in Council shall 
frame a schedule to include all medical qualifications which have been 
specified or indicated by him in resolutions made under sub-seetion (2) and 
shall publish the said schedule in the Gazetie of India, and such schedule 
shall be substituted for the Second Schedule with effect from the expiry of 
the said period of four years, and shall then have force as if it had been 
enacted in this Act: 


Provided that the Governor General in Council shall include in the 
said schedule all medical qualifications included in the Second Schedule 
which were granted before the expiry of the said period of four years.

reciprocity for the recognition of medical qualifications, and in pursuance 
of any such scheme the Governor General in Council may, by notification in 
the Gazette of India, amend the Second Schedule so as to include therein any 
medical qualification which the Council has decided should be recognized. 

(2) Such notification may also direct that an entry shali be made in the 
last column of the Second Schedule against such medical qualification declaring 
that it shall be a recognized medical qualification only when granted after a 
specified date. 

(3) The Governor General in Council, after consultation with the Council, 
may, by notification in the Gazette of India, amend the Second Schedule 
by directing that an entry be made therein in respect of any medical 
qualification, declaring that it shall be a recognized medical qualification 
only when granted before a specified date. : 

(4) Where the Council has refused to recognize any medical qualifi- 
cation which has been proposed for recognition by any such authority, that 
authority may apply to the Governor General in Council, and the Governor 
General in Council, after considering such application and after consulting 
the Council, may, by notification in the Gazette of India, amend the Second 
Schedule so as to include such qualification therein, and the provisions of 
sub-section (2) shall apply to such notification. 


15. Every medical institution in British India which grants a recognized 
medical qualification shall furnish such information as the Council may, 
from time to time, require as to the courses of study and examinations to be 
unclergone in order to obtain such qualification, as to the ages at which such 
courses of study and examinations are required to be undergone and. such 
qualification is conferred, and generally as to the requisites for obtaining such 
qualification. 


16. (1) The Executive Committee shall appoint such number of medical 
inspectors as it may deem requisite to attend at any or all of the examinations 
held ty medical institutions in British India for the purpose of granting 
recognized medical qualifications. 
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(2) Inspectors appointed under this section shall not interfere with the 
conduct of any examination, but they shall report to the Executive Committee 
on the sufficiency of every examination which they attend and on any other 
matters in regard to which the Executive Committee may require them to 
report. 

(3) The Executive Committee shall forward a copy of any such report 
to the medical institution concerned, and shall also forward a copy, with the 
remarks of such institution thereon, to the Governor General in Council. 


17. (1) When, upon report by the Executive Committee, it appears to 
the Council that the courses of study and examination to be gone through in 
any medical institution in British India in order to obtain a recognized 
medical qualification or that the standards of proficiency required from 
candidates at any examination held for the purpose of granting such qualifica- 
tion are not such as to secure to persons holding such qualification the knowl- 
edge and skill requisite for the efficient practice of medicine, the Council 
shall make a representation to that effect to the Governor General in Council. 

(2) After considering such representation, the Governor General in Council 
may send it to the Local Government of the province in which the medical 
institution is situated, and the Local Government shall forward it, along with 
such remarks as it may choose to make, to the medical institution, with an 
intimation of the period within which the medical institution may submit 
its explanation to the Local Government. 

(3) On the receipt of the explanation or, where no explanation is sub- 
mitted within the period fixed, then on the expiry of that period, the Local 
Government shall make its recommendations to the Governor General in 
Council. 

(4) The Governor General in Council, after making such further inquiry, 
if any, a3 he may think fit, may, by notification in the Gazette of India, 
direct that an entry shall be made in the First Schedule against the said 
medical qualification declaring that it shall be a recognized medical qualifica- 
tion only when granted before a specified date, 


18. (1) The Council may, with the previous sanction of the Governor 
General in Council, make Regulations generally to carry out the purposes
